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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 

The death of Oliver Wendell Holmes removes from the world one 
whom many of us regarded as a personal friend. To some eminent Israelites 
he was a personal friend in the ordinary sense, as the lists of his entertainers 
during his last visit to England testify ; but to many more, his voice was 
dear and familiar only when he spoke through the mediam of. the printing- 
press, and addressed to them, in common with other members of the reading 
public, those wise and playful observations which made up the philosophy of 
the Breakfast Table. It was a kindly and genial philosophy, an olla podrida 
of amiable judgments upon men and things, flavoured with harmless satire 
upon the weaknesses of mankind. In one of lis yoems he tells us how he 
was jostled by Jews at the pantomime.

Such a man 
could not be an anti-Semite. He joined in the protests of the principal 
American citizens against the Russian persecutions; and indeed his carcer 
reminds us that none of the greatest minds of the world have been anti- 
Semitic. Some second-rate authors have yielded to prejadice; some anseru-

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pulous alventurers have created notoriety; the clearest thinkers and the 

sincerest speakers have all recognised the value of the Hebrew contribution 

to modern civilization, 


At the last moment the reactionaries in Hangary have taken heart of 
grace and have made a further despairing attempt to hold aloft the tattered 
banner of religions intolerance which has been driven from every other 
country in Western Europe. To the astonishment of all who have followed 
the struggle over the Ecclesiastical Reform Bills of the Wekerle Ministry, 
the House of Magnates has for a second time rejected the two chief of these 
measures. This unexpected development is explained by the discovery of 
elements of weakness in the Cabinet which have led the opposition to hope 
that, in the event of a fresh appeal to the country, the Liberal Party, through 
internal difficulties and defective organisation, mightbe beaten. It is difficult 
to say at this distance from Budapesth what truth there may be 
in this statement, but it must be confessed that the crudeness of 
political calculations it reveals is quite credible of a party 
which, in this last decade of the nineteenth century, can hope to deny 
emancipation of the Jews, or to fetter heretics and agnostics with civil dis- 
abilities, ‘lo those who remember Hungary in the forties and can call to 
mind its struggle for independence which was then held so dear 
to the great cause of European Liberalism, this picture of the self-governing 
Maygar as the last champion of Ecclesiastical tribalism west of the Vistula, 
is one of the sorriest pranks of the irony of history. If any candid friend of 
the Magnates had ventured last Monday to tell them that their religious 
policy was assimilating Hungary to Russia, and transforming it into a sort 
of outpost of Muscovite intolerance, he would probably have raised a storm of 
patriotic indignation. None the less is it true that this is the light in which 
it will be very largely interpreted abroad, where the intrigues of the Hungarian 
Clericals and the strategy of political parties are not easily followed.

It will be a satisfaction to the Jewish community to know that the 
School Board have decided not to alter the day fixed for the next Election in 
November, from Thursday to Saturday, as they were petitioned to do by the 
Metropolitan Radical Federation. - The appointment of public elections 
on Saturday is an arrangement entailing grave inconvenience on Jews, 
who jastly claim to have some voice in a matter so nearly affecting 
their rights as citizens, Of late there has been a growing tendency 
in favour of holding elections on Saturday. The last election of the County 
Council was so arranged. What is more important still it was recently 
proposed to make Saturday the statutory day for the parliamentary elections. 
In all cases these changes are made or proposed in the interests of working- 
men, who, it is said, tind it difficult or impossible to go to the poll on an 
ordinary week-day. But it is questionable whether, in these days of eight- 
hours’ and ten-hours’ labour, any workman who seriously desires to record 
his vote is thus precluded from exercising the franchise. If his work should 
commence very early in the morning, it will terminage correspondingly early 
—about as early, in fact, as the Jewish Sabbath on Saturday, November 24th. 

Then, there is the dinner-hour, of which many can avail themselves. More- 
over, Saturday is an inconvenient day for small shop-keepers and their 
assistants; but Thursday, being an early closing-day in many neighbourhoods, 
suits them admirably. We hope, however, that the representation to be 
made to the Education Department in favour of extending the hour of 
voting till nine o’clock will r.ceive consideration, so that all parties may be 
satisfied, 

The advent on the scene of a new Jewish aspirant to literary fame will 
be generally welcomed. “ Z. Z.” the author of “ A Drama in Datch,” 
which Mr, Heinemann has just published, prefers to remain anonymous. We 
shall not betray his secret, but will content ourselves with the hint that he is 
not the first novelist of his family. ‘A Drama in Datch” is a clever book, 
dealing with a new environment, the Dutch colony in London. The plot is 
slight, for the subject is rather a psychological study than a story proper, 
but the interest never for a moment flags. The strength of the book lies 
in its realistic presentment of the inner life of the circle in which its 
characters move. Yet “ Z. Z.” is a sentimental realist, if we may so speak, 
There is nothing repulsive in his method, which is realistic and sympathetic 
at one and the same time. But what seems to us the most promising 
feature of the book is its style. ‘ Z. Z.” writes a simple, classical English ; 
there is art, but it is artfully concealed. Style is a saving quality which 
would compensate for many defects, though, for a first effort, “ Z. Z.’ ’s 
novel is strikingly free from amateurishness. _ His first appearance is thus 
more than promising. It is a signal success, 


Professor A. R. Wallace, the eminent naturalist, comes forward in the 
current number of the Ninete nth Century with a curious suggestion for the 
promotion of Sabbath observance, There is no gainsaying his indictment of 
the manner in which the majority of even religious Christians disregard the 
claims of the day which they substitute for the Jewish Sabbath as a day of 
rest. ‘How is the command of the Sabbath obeyed by those who uphold 
the sanctity of the law ; by those who are continually urging others to keep 
the Sabbath ; by those who take every opportunity of putting in force 
human laws against Sabbath-breakers ? Are not man-servants and maid- 
servants all at work on Sunday? Are not servants and horses all employed 
by the thousand to take people to church on Sunday”? All this is obvious 
enough, but the remedy proposed, though interesting, is thoroughly unprae- 
tical. Professor Wallace lays down the principle, to start with, that by 
‘lJabour” in the fourth commandment is meant not activity as such but 
the exercise of the particular business or profession by which 
one lives. The climbing of a mountain, ¢.g., is labour to a professional guide, 
but recreation to a tourist. It follows, according‘ to this theory, that no 


! work, however arduous, would be prohibited on the Sabbath, so long as itw, 

not professional. He proposes, therefore, that the leisured classes should 
take their servants’ places on Sundays, leaving the latter free to Spend the 
day as they please. Certainly, one of the fundamental ideas uoderlying the 
Jewish Sabbath is the liberation of servants from ceaseless drudgery, 43 May 
be inferred from the manner in which the fourth commandment j« formulated 
in the fifth chapter of Deuteronomy : “ in order that thy servant may rest as 
well as thou.” But the Jewish Sabbath was instituted for all classes. Masters 
a3. well as servants. That the tone of society would be greatly 
elevated by such a_ kindly exchange of offices between employe; 
and employed as the venerable man of science proposes, needs qo 
demonstration. But how would the substitution of unskilled fo, 
skilled labour for twenty-four hours in the week answer in some departments 
of the public service? Think of what might result from committing th, 
care of railway-trains and street-traffic to amateurs! A certain exchange 
of services, however, we have ourselves advocated: that Jewish volunteers 


and picture-galleries opened to the public on Sundays, 

Dr. Kaufmann has been led by his stulies of the genealogies of tho 
Wertheimer and Gompertz families into an investigation of the ancestry of 
Heinrich Heine. The results are exceedingly interesting. The central figure 
in his story, which is published as a /euzlleton by the Neue Freie Presse of 
Vienna, is a rich money-changer, bullion dealer and army contractor, one 
Simon Michel of Pressburg, who, towards the end of the seventeenth 
century, stood by the side of Samuel Oppenheimer and Samson Wertheimer 
as one of the financial pillars of the Empire. He founded a bank 
in Pressburg, farmed the salt monopoly, and was untiring in his efforts to 
provision the Hungarian fortresses and equip the armies of the nation in 
their struggle against the Turks. In 1705 Simon Michel was permitted to 
take up his abode in Vienna. . Here his daughter, Sara Lea, was married to 
one Lazar Joseph or Lazarus Von Geldern, son of the wealthy Juspa or Joseph 
Von Geldern, of Dusseldorf, and one of the most eligible partis in Jewry. 
Lazarus’s mother, was a daughter of the famous Rabbi of Dusseldorf, Solomon 
Eljakim Gottschalk, son of Eliezer Halevi. Shortly after his father-in-law's 
death, Lazarus Von Geldern returned to Dusseldorf, where his younger son 
Gottschalk was born on November 30, 1726. Gottschalk Von Geldern was 
a distinguished physician, of whom an appreciative portrait appears in 
Heinrich Heine’s memoirs. His daughter Betty was the mother of the 
poet. Thus in rather an arbitrary fashion—now in the female, now in the 
male, line—Dr. Kaufmann has traced the poet’s descent through six gene- 
rations. It isa characteristic Jewish pedigree with its Rabbi, its financier 
and its physician. 


| The Jewish pulpit is sometimes blamed for being dull and over-formal, 
but we would rather it should suffer from this defect than that our ministers 
should be tempted to imitate the sensational methods by which some clergy- 
men fill their empty chapels and churches. The Sunday evening service 10 
some places of worship is tending to assume the character of something 
very like a religious variety entertainment. At one time people 
were rather startled by the sacred concert which Dr. Parker introduced at 
the City Temple. But the enterprising doctor has been left far behind by 
the more recent innovations of certain Church of England clergymen. A 
few months ago Mr. Haweis introduced lantern lectures into his Sunday 
evening services at St. James’ Marylebone. And now attention is being 
excited by the curious doings of the vicar of St. Mary-at-Hill, by the Monu- 
ment—Mr. Carlile of the Church Army. Here the evening service itself i3 
illustrated by lime-light, huge photographs and pictures of sacred subjects 
being thrown on a screen ; while the discourse treats of such unsavoury 
topics as the immorality of music-hall promenading. Of course, if places 
of worship are put to such uses there will be no difficulty 
in filling them with overflowing crowds, but at the sacrifice of religious 
reverence. The attendance at our synagogues may not be all that one could 
desire, but it is some satisfaction to reflect that during the penitential season 
just concluded, the synagogue drew vast throngs not by the attraction of 
religious novelties but by the simple force of a religious spirit impelling the 
worshipful Jew to join his brethren in prayer to the Almighty. 

A small administrative detail has been introduccd at the Hampstead 
Synagogue which might be copied by other congregations with great 
advantage. A few young members of the synagogue were asked to act as 
stewards on the New Year and Day of Atonement, so that strangers to the 
place of worship might be treated with courtesy. Usually, this duty !8 Jelt 
to the Beadle and the doorkeepers, with frequently: unhappy results. Dome 
little confusion is inevitable in the seating of a few hundred persons, and the 
typical synagogue Beadle * drest in a little brief authority ” too often makes 
confusion worse confounded by his fussy ways and brusque bearing. The idea 
of appointing a few stewards in synagogues on Festivals is new to London, 
though known elsewhere, and the lesson taught by Hampstead how to avo"

JEW3 AND THE SCHOOL BOARD ELECTION. 


Sir,—I am surprised to fiad how little the theological aspect of the School 
Board controversy has been touched upon in your columns, It seems to be 
assumed that the question at issue is a mere matter of politics, in re gard to 
which each individual Jew, whether Liberal or Conservative, may follow the 
bent of his own inclinations, In reality, the point at issue is one of dogma upon 
which no consistent Jew can hesitate to havea very decided opinion. The 
question is, can a Jew conscientiously record his vote in favour of candidates 
who regard the School Board as a medium for propagating the 
doctrines of the incarnation and the divinity of Christ? Have we not 
been—as Mr. N. 8S. Joseph has admirably pointed out—for nineteen 
hundred years a living protest against these doctrines, so that it is now 
our sacred duty to assert the principles for which we have suffered ’ Because 
our lines are cast in pleasant p'aces shall we allow it to be regarded that our 
protest during the ages has been a mere delusion? Does Judaism represent the 
monotheistic creed, or is the manifestation of its existence in England to be 
limited to the Shechita Board and the Council of the United Synagogue ? Are 
we still prepared to bear witness to the Unity of God, or shall we surrender this 
privilege to De. James Martineau and Dr. Vance Smith? » We talk of, and pray 
tor, universalism, but does anyone deceive himself by believing that the 
reactionary methods of Mr, Diggle and Mr. Kiley will bring. us 
a step nearer to the realisation of our ideal? A Jewish minister informed his 
congregation last spring that there was no reason why.a Jew should object to 
the insertion of the word “Christian” before the word “religion” in the 
syllabus of the School Board. This reverend gentleman has probably forgotten 
the interpretation which history has given to this term. In Spain and France 
it meant the massacre of the Protestants, in England the persecution of the 
Catholics, in Germany the gettingrid of both; and everywhere the extermination 
of those who did not believe in the divinity of Christ. 

Of course one dare not say that these crimes were due to “ Christianity,” 
but ae were committed in the name of Christianity, and therein 
is the lesson that history teaches us. Oa the other hand, it was 
just the heretics, who denied the doctrine of the Incarnation, who first 


ee ached universal toleration, I say heretics, for Iam not quite so sure as Mr. 


S. Joseph seems to be, of the right of the Unitarians to the title of 
Christians, ‘To me it would rather seem that Christianity and morality are not 
convertible terms. From the earliest times it was Christ the God, not Christ 
the moral teacher, who received the homage of the world. To rexo!ve 
Christianicy into morality is certainly heterodox, and the Church Party is quite 
right in resisting such pernicious doctrine, However, it is not my object to 
settle a point which it were best to leave to professional theologians. But this 
is certain, that it is my duty as a Jew not to lend support, directly or indirectly, 
t» the propagation of those doctrines. The best we Jews can do at the present 
crisis is to remain neutral, 

I am aware that in expressing these views I have the misfortune to differ 
from the spiritual representative of the community, but I should like to remind 
you that the community is not entirely composed of clergymen and titled 
personages. Reverends represents institutions and knights represent classes, but 
the body of Jews represent Judaism which represents ideas and ideals divine in 
their origin and eternal in their endurance,

Their hope was that by putting 
forwar | doctrines in which the great Nonconformist bo lies are in agreement with them, 
they should either neutralise their opposition, or ensure their sympathy. They 
have been bitterly disappointed. The Nonconformist bodies have seen the 
snare and avoidel it. They perceive that if denominational training is 
to be given at the public expense a new bulwark of the State Church 
will be built, and that they must either keep the schools unsectarian or allow 
themselves to be elbowed. out. The public are told thit the question is one between 
religious and irreligious education. In order to support this misrepresentation the Non- 
conformist bodies are being accused of indifference to the religious teaching of the young. 
The charge is worse than false, it is intentionally injuriousand unjust. Happily it deceives 
nobody. The world will not easily be induced to believe that the Congregational Union, 
the Baptist Union, the Wesleyan Methodist bodies, and the clergy who form the Bible 
[Instruction Union in London, are hostile to religious education. Such bodies as the Con- 
gregational Union are justly regarded as having the interests of spiritual religion in view, 
as caring supremely for the strength and power of Christianity; and their support of the 
compromise by which the Bible reading was kept in the schools while denominational 
formulas were excluded, is ample proof to multitudes who need it that no change is 
require‘ in the interest either of religious instruction or of Christian faith.

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JEWISH RELIGION OLASSES AT BOARD 
SCHOOLS. 


The following is the full text of the Report submitted by the Works Com- 
mittee to the London School Board with reference to the letting of rooms at 
Board Schools to the Jewish Association for the Diffosion of Religious Knowledge 
for the purpose of holding Religion Classes for the instruction of the Jewish 
pupils attending the several Board Schools. We also append the full text of 
the Notice of Motion by the Chairman of the Committee and the Amendments 
thereto :-— 

The attention of the Committee has been drawn to the fact that three of 
ibe schools of the Board have for a considerable time past been let on Sundays 
to the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, free of 
charge, it being understood, however, that the Association pay the Schoolkeepers 
for cleaning the rooms after occupation. The first letting of this character was 
that of the Old Castle Street School, Whitechapel, which was sanctioned by the 
Board op the ith May, 1580, the following being the report of the School 
Management Committee which was made to the Board on this date :— 

“The Board have granted to Mr. Levy the use, on Sundays and week-day 
evenings, of rooms at the Old Castle Street School, for the instruction of Jewish 
children in Hebrew, charging a rent for the use according to the scale for Sunday 
lettirgs and for educational use fixed by the Board. Mr. Levy is the Head 
Master of the Old Castle Street School, and the children whom he instructs in 
Hebrew are mainly children attending the day school. Under these circum- 
stances, the Committee recommend that the existing agreements be cancelled. 
and that for the future Mr. Levy be allowed to use the rooms free of charge,” 

The rooms used by the Association in the Boys’, Gir!s’ and Infants’ depart- 
ments of the Old Castle Street School, accommodate 1,058 children. 

Following upon the precedent additional tenancies have since been sanctioned 
either by the School_Mansgement Committee or by the Works Committee, 
patticulars of which are as below :—

The Committee having given this matter their careful consideration, have 
passed the followirg resolution :— 

“ That the free Sunday tenancies, held by the Jewish Association for the 
Diffusion of Religious Kuowledge in the Schools of the Board, be at once 
terminated ; and that the A«sociation be informed that in future they may have 
the use of the Board’s Schools at the charges and on theconditions mentioned in 
the Regulations of the Board for the letting of their Schools,” 

It will be observed that this Resolution applies only to Sunday tenancies 
and not to the week-evening tenancies which are also held by the same 
Association at various schools, 

Tbe CuatkMan of the Committee will therefore move :— 

“That the free Sunday tenancies held by the Jewish Association for 
the D. ffusion of Religious Knowledge in the Schools of the Board, be at once 
terminated ; and that the Association be informed that in future they may have 
the use of the Board's Schools at the charges and on the conditions mentioned 
in the Re gu'ations of the Board for the letting of their Schools.’’

OL'MAX AND CONTRAST. 


Ox Friday morning, October 12th, 1492, Dr. Kayseauie tells us, just as 
the Jews expelled from Spain and their coreligionists in every part of the 
world were singing their “‘hosannas,” the ery “ Tierra, Tierra” (‘ Land, 
Land”) arose from the lips of perhaps a Jewish sailor on board CuristorHer 
Cotumpus’ vessel, the Pinta. It is one of those curious coincidences of 
which life is full. The Tabernacles liturgy was reviving the drooping spirits 
of the exiled Spanish Jews, just when a sight of sudden land affected to 
grateful tears the toil-worn mariners of Cotumsus, sick with hope long 
deferred. 

The contrast in the year 1492, between the pains of exile and the joys 
of finding land again amidst an ocean of despair, is a contrast which repeats 
itself every year, Stuccoth onglit to be one of the best observed of Jewish 


| 


feasts. It is so unselfish, so cosmopolitan, There is no stirring national 
memory to revive, for the recollection of the booths in the wilderness cannot 
be called a memory of aught but Govn's Providence, extended to 
all men alike. The agricultural back-ground, on which the piyutim 
of these days are inscribed, is a universal interest. The prayer 
for rain, which follows a week later, is a prayer which the world 
might recite in chorus with us, ‘Simchath Torah” even is not quite a 
national celebration, for the Law is man’s heritage, with Israel morely as its 
special custodian. No Jew, then, can object to this feast that it has tribal or 
separative elements. Perhaps the very absence of national elements has 
brought it about that the festival is now so little kept by individuals, thongh 
our synagogues are happily awake to the fact that they must supply.in 
general what their members neglect in detail. Communal Succoth, once so 
rare, are now a feature in almostall the London Synagogues. But, we fear 
this explanation of the general indifference, on the ground of its lack of 
historical associations, is hardly satisfactory. The Day of Atonement is no 
national celebration, the Ninth of Ab is. The latter is neglected, the former 
rigidly observed. Why, then, are the rites so prettily associated with 
Succoth forgotten or deliberately rejected ? The answer is, we take it, that 
besides the fact that the Festival is in a sense an anti-climax, there are very 
serious practical difficulties in the way of observiag its rites in accordance 
with Biblical prescription. We admit that this is so. Passing over for 
the moment the climatic dangers of dwelling for seven days in England in an 
open tent, we cannot but deplore that there are unnecessary obstacles raised 
by our own want of combined action in other directions. The lulab (palm- 
branch) and ethrog (citron) would be borne by many more than now carry 
them were they cheaper, and were regular provision made in the synagogues 
for providing them and for keeping them fresh overnight. It is scandalous 
that the more observant Jews should be penalised for their piety, and that 
very common natural products should be so costlyin London. One of these days 
a Committee must be formed for the one purpose of procuring and supplying 
the lulab and ethrog at reasonable ‘prices. Moreover, there is an nacomfortable 
feeling in many modern Jews’ minds against making themselves conspicuous. 
They are ashamed to carry the lulab through the streets, they do not like to 
join in a synagogue procession in which only a minority of worshippers 
‘participates. But what if they saw that the majority were about to do the 
same thing, to join with steps and voice ia the lovely hosannas which fill 
the prayer-book ? With the further reluctance they feel against carryiog 
the lulab to and from the synagogue, we confess to some amount of 
sympathy. . Not every one of us isa Moses Marmonipes. He, says the 
legend, carried his lulab and ethrog bravely through the streets of Cordova 
and, nothing abashed, accosted and conversed with the Caliph himself, lalab 
and ethrog in hand. is recorded to have done 
something s‘milar, but despite these high and noble examples, we cannot bat 
think there is really aad jus:ifia>ly a deterrent to other Jews in the sight of 
a coreligionist hurrying along with lulab awkwardly tuck uoader his 
arm, and his little card-board box with its woo!-:ncased citron in his hand.

We believe that if better arrangements could be made for the preservation 
of the lulabim in the synagogues, more members might be willing to obey 
the Scriptural behest of Leviticus xxi, 40. 

We have left for the end our answer to the most serious argument 
azainst any possible renewal of the popularity of Su:coth, because our reply 
leads us back to the point from which we started, and to which we were 
anxious to return. People talk of the Feast of Tabernacles as an anti-climax. 
The Day of Atonement, they tell us, should end the cycle of festivals with its 
‘solemn universaily-observed rites. Thus the synagogues, crowded on the 
tenth of Tishri are far from uncomfortably filled on the fifteenth, for ia this 
respect at least men act up to their beliefs. When they believe that they 
have a reason azainst a rite—they do not observe it. What philosophical} 
consistency ! But a religion, to be true to life, must be a reflex of life. And 
life is one long glaring example of anti-climax, for its crises persist in coming 
in the middle, not at the end. We no longer believe in the climaeterics 
in kuman life, that is to say, in the existence of particular years which mark 
the critical turnings of every man’s career. But the climacteris 
were not all placed at the end of his life, they occurred a long 
way off the close; and, so far, the astrological conception was a true 
representation of the facts of destiny. Judaism feels that man’s life is built 
up of forcible crises followed by intervals of drifting along ; that life is buat 
a succession of almost aimless contrasts in which the serious is followed by 
the trivial, the solemn by the farcical, the sorrowful by the joyous. Jadaism 
feels this, for its own history has been the same as the history of each human 
life. And in no religion, in no liturgy, is there so full a responsiveness as 
Judaism yrovides to the changeful feelings, the varying currents of emotion 
which pass and repass in calm ripples or in stormy waves, over the Jewish 
heart, which passed and repassed times innumerable in our history, which 
pass and repass now. ‘Land, Land,” cried the joyous sailor when hope 


was gone; “Save us now, Save us now,” echoed the timorous and «xiled 
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Spanish Jew, who became half joyous at the sound of his own voice, and the 
winged words of both flew up together to the throne of Grace, and were 
recorded in the Book before Him. Thus the annual juxtaposition of the 
joys of Succoth and the solemnities of the Day of Atonement is one of the 
most remarkable in the world’s liturgies. Every day, before Gop men are 
erying and rejoicing, and He has a gracious ear to all, for sorrow atd glad- 
ness He has the balm or the welcom>. Judaism bids us remember this. 
It tells us that life is to be lived, that despair must not crush it, nor joy turn 
it to frivolity. ‘Weep in the day of tears, be glad in the day of joy” said 
the Jewish sage, and he summed up life and Judaism in the saying. For 
the note of life is contrast, and contrast it is that mitigates the bathos 
of life’s anti-climax. 


RELIGIOUS LIBERTY IN HONGARY. 


THE JEWISH BILL REJECTED. 


On Monday the Hungarian House of Magnate, by a majority of 6 on the 
First Reading, rejected the * Rezeption” Bill, which provides for the reception or 
the official recognition of the Jewish religion by the State. The votes were 109 
against 103. The Bill haviog thus been thrown out as a whole, no debate on its 
details could follow. The result has caused great surprise, as up to the last 
moment it was believed that the Bill would be passed by a substantial majority. 
The excitement on the declaration of the numbers was so great that the sitting had 
to be suspended for some time. In political circles at Buda Pesth the defeat of 
the measure is attributed partly to religious intolerance—the opposition mainly 
emanating from the Roman Catholics, although some of the Lutheran Bishops 
and clergy albsented themselves—and in some degree to political intrigue, 
the object of which was not to refuse justice to the Jews, but to upset the 
Liberal Ministry of Dr. Wekerle. 

The purport of the Bill was to place the Jewish community on the same foot- 
ing as those denominations which are recognised by law. Thus, they would be 
provided with synagogues and schools at the expense of the State, and would 
enjoy what is called a reciprocity, that is to say, members of other faiths wonld 
bs allowed to become converts to Judaisin, Under the present law, such con- 
versions are not recognised. It was this provision which mainly brought about 
the defeat of the Bill. Count Zichy, who led the Opposition, praised the patriotism 
of the Hungarian Jews, and denied that the Opposition was influenced by religious 
or racial antagonism. It was precisely his respect and sympathy for his Jewish 
fellow-citizens which induced him to oppose the measure. It was quite natural 
that the Government should at length undertake to regulate the relations bet ween 
the Jewish faith and other religions, but the present Bill would not attain that 
end, as the mere reception would remain absolutely without effect. The per- 
mission to Christians to go over to the Jewish religion was contrary to the very 
idea of Christianity. Conversion from Judaism to the Christian fait was 
already permitted. A further point to be taken into consideration was. that the 
teachings of the Jewish religion were not known, and that the Jews were not 
obliged to make them public. 

Baron Eodtvos, the Minister of Public Justice, replying to Count Zichy’s 
arguments, pointed out that the Bill had nothing to do with religious feeling, but 
that the Siate must be just to all. He argued further that the paragraph on 
conversion was merely reciprocity since Jews could become Rowan Catholics if 
they wished. Count Anton Szeczen, the Sword Bearer and Court Marshal, 
vehemently opposed the paragraph. It was his first appearance since, acting on 
orders from a high authority, he stayed away from the division on theCivil Marriage 
Dill. | 

Subsequently to the rejection of the Rezeption Bill, the House passed the 
Bill concerning the religion of children who are the issue of mixed marriages, 
and the Bill for the State Registration of Civil Marriages. Marriages between 
Christians and Jews will hereafter be possible in Hungary without a change of 
faith, and instead of there being seven different creeds keeping epecial Registers, 
the registration of births, deaths, and marriages will! be concentrated in the hands 
of the State, as is the case in all Europe, with the exception of Russia and the 
Scandinavian countries. 

The Rezeption Bill, with other Bills thrown out by the House of Magnates, 
will again bs introduced in the Chamber of Deputies probably at the end of the 
present month. The Government hope that in view of the strongly expressed 
opinion of the Chamber in favour of the Bill, the Magnates will abandon their 
hostile attitude when next it is submitted to them. The more militant section of 
the Roman Catholic clergy will not presume to act against the precise instructions 
of the Pope, who does not want the Cullturkampf to break out again in Hungary, 
and accordingly the rejected Bills will soon be restored, and the Catholic Church 
will have to be content with the brilliant and prominent position still left to her, 
in spite of these new laws. 


THE OZAR AND JEWISH DOOTORS. 


- 


The Czar has conferred Orders on seven Jewish doctors in the Russian 
Army in recogtition of their services during the Cholera E videmic, 


In view of the serious illness of the Czar, peculiar interast attaches to an 
announcement made by the Jsravitsche Wockeaschrist, on the authority of a 
gentieman who recently made his acquaintance, that the eminent physician, Dr. 
Sacharjin, of Moscow, lately sammoned to attend on the Czar, is a Jew by birth 
although he no longer professes the Jewish faith. Some forty years ago Pro- 
fessor Sacharjin (or rather Zachkarjin, for such is his real name), was a poor 
lad, who on a cold winter's night was found barefooted and starving in the street 
by a wealthy Moscow merchant, Mr.S. The merchant took pity on the boy 
brought him home and ee him, In a little while Sacharjin showed such 
remarkable genius that with proper education a brilliant career seemed to be in 
store for him. Peter Nikolajewitsch Sacharjin is to-day the most famous 
physician in Russia, It was at the earnest wish of the Czarina, supported by the 
advice of Count Woronzow Daschkow, the Imperial Chamberlain, that Professor

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PENITENTIAL SERVICES AT THE GREAT 
ASSEMBLY HALL, 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


Tt will be within the recollection of most persons that last year a striking 
series of services for the toreign poor of the East End were held at the Great 
Assembly Hall, Mile End, They were organised and conducted by the Rev. B: 
Schewzik, of Ramsgate, on behalf of the United Synagogue. A very full 
description of these services appeared at the time in the Jewish Chronicle. This 
year they bave again been held under the same auspices and guidance, and their 
success has been more conspicuous than ever, Mr, Charripgton, one of the most 
tolerant friends the Jewish community has ever possessed, has again liberally 
placed his hall at their disposal, recognising that it is a good thing for the cause 
of order that thousands of foreign Jews shall be encouraged to solemnise their 
great festivals by attending public worship. All through the summer the under- 
taking bas occupied the attention of the two devoted Overseers of the Poor of 
the United Synagogue—Mr, Noah Davis and Mr, Maurice Hart—and more 
particularly of the zealous Secretary, Mr. P. Ornstien. As for the 
enthusiasm which Mr, Schewzik, the life and soul of the movement, 
brings to bear upon his self-imposed task, this seems ts grow larger every year, 
as he learns to know his East End brethren more intimately, and to gaina 
deeper insight into their spiritual wants, 

Notwithstanding that the Assembly Hall holds 6,000 persons, accommoda- 
tion has had to be found during the Penitential Days for something like 8,000, 
and even then hundreds of would-be worshippers have been disappointed of 
admission, Seven o'clock was the hour appointed for commencing service on 
the morning of New Year. Those who are accustomed to worship at a fashion- 
able hour may smile to be told that not long after four o’clock in the morning 
a crowd began to besiege the gates, so that it became neces*ary to admit them 
at half-past four—two hours and a half before the service actually commenced, 
At half-past five the building was full, It was the sameg on the Eve of Kippur. 
The special Mincha service was held, as in ordinary synagogues, at one o'clock 
in the day. People came at one or two o'clock, and remained the rest of the 
day, fearful lest they should lose their sitting for the evening service. And the 
most satisfactory feature about the crowds that these services draw is the fact 
that some 75 per cent. are young men between the ages of eighteen and twenty- 
five, many of whom have been won from the ranks of socialism, and have not 
attended a place of worship, as they confess, for years, To acquice an influence 
for good over this element of the community is something to be proud of. Yet 
the opposition to the services has been considerable, particularly on the part of 
a militant body of zealots \:ho style themselves “ Machaziké Hadass,”’— 
Defenders of the Law.- Ina recent number of a Jiidisch-Deutsch journal circu- 
lating among the foreiga Jews in the East End, the Rabbi of the * Machaziké 
Hadass,” the Rev. Abraham Werner, published a solemn “caution” to the 
community: against attending the services, But notwithstanding tke 
reverend g »ntleman’s fulminations, the people have flocked in their thousands, 
I hear, even, of whole congregations who have deserted their. little chevras to 


join the larger multitude, All this goes to show that the ‘‘ Machaziké 


Haidass has very little hold on Hist End Judaism, 

The services have been free—so the United Synagogue has dec ded ; though 
Mr. Schewzik would have made a small charge for admission—say 31. a head— 
fearing to “ pauperise ”’ his congregants. However, the generosity of the Uuited 
Synagogue has not had this effect, for Mr, Schewzik has availed himself of the 
opportunity to appeal to his humble brethren for contributions to the Building 
Fund of the “ People’s Synagogue” that is shortly to be erected in White- 
chapel, And it is wonderful how readily they have responded. Every weekday 
evening, from eight to ten, an almost continuous stream of poor folks, women 
unbonnetted and unkempt, and men with grimy hands fresh from the day’s toil, 
has poured into Mr, Schewz:k's rooms, bringing their sixpences and shillings to 
aid the sacred work, out of earnings, in magy instances, incredibly small, The 
sight recalls the Israelites of old bringing their freewill offerings to Moses— 
“the men and the women both ’—for the erection of the sanctuary. - And how 
proud these good people are as they are greeted with some such words as “ Ein 
guten Jahr’; “Gott soll helfen,” and go away handling printed receipts for 
their pstty sums. They evidently desire that the forthcoming place of worship 
may be really a people’s synagogue, built with the people's pence. It will not be 


_ exactly that, for the hundred pounds or two that will be collected from this 


source will go very little way towards so costly an object, But their gain in 
self-respect is immense; and that is the all-important consideration. 

The worship on Posh JZashonah having been commented upon in your former 
issue, attention may be restricted to the other Penitential Days. Oa Sabbath 
last the attendance was almost as large as on the first day of New Year. This 
was the more striking, considering from what small beginuings the Sabbath 
service has originated. The idea of holding such a service was started three 
years ago, and it began with an audience of 2)) men, which was, no doubt, at 
the time, considered very satisfastory. The following year there were 59) men, 
and ene woman, Last year there were 1,500 men, and about 1oU women, Oa Satur- 
day, however, there were something like 5,000 worshippers, inclading about 1,00) 


' women, The Rev. M. Hast was spared from the Great Synagogus to officiate 


as Reader, and greatly was his reading admired, Bat the most striking feature 


of the service was one that was altcgether spontaneous and unrehearsed. An 


orphan lad presented himself at prayers, requesting to be called up Larmitzrah, 
Standing on a chair—he was a very little fellow—he read not his Parshab, but 
the Haphtorah, in a sweet and thrilling voice. Mr. Schewzik then addressed 
him on the duties of his position, telling him that not mere words, nor even 
faith, was sufficient, but that Judaism demanded actions. Then came the 
touching part. The lad formally asked to be received into the community of 
Israel, promising to conform to his religion, and making solemn declaration of 
the Unity of God. There was scarcely a dry eye during the impressive cere- 
mony—impressive because it was so entirely impromptu. The great feature of 
Mr, Schewzik’s ministrations is the skill with which he exercises them to gain a 
practical hold over the lives of his hearers, In another discourse which he 
preached at the same service, he told them that they would be unfitted to. take 
part in the Atonement ritual unless they had previously settled their differences 


with one another. The practical outcome of the discourse was that during the 
Penitential Days he was constantly called upon to “make Sholem,” as it is 
called, between estranged relatives and friends, 

As for the Kippur services, the throngs which they attracted were greater 
thanever, In all there must have foregathered something like 10,0)) persons— 
unquestionably the biggest assemblage that even the Assembly Hall has ever 
knowo, and greatly in excess of last year’s. Hundreds of women, even, were 
unable to fiod seating accommodation in the galleries, and were fain to stand 
against the walls the entire day. Dr, Anghel Gaster, assisted by Mr. Jacob 
Schewzik, was in attendance to render medical assistance, and there were no less 
then 55 cases requiring their attention, No words can afford an adequate 
conception of the religious fervour of the immense throng, the devoutness with 
which they followed the various services and sermons. This was something 
that must have been seen to be believed, Ovcasionally it was difficult to 
maintain order in the outskirts of the crowd, but such exceptional incidents 
were only to be expected. 

On Kol Nidré the service commenzed at a quarter to six, but by a quarter to 
four the hall was already full. The next morning the building was thronged by 
half-past four, though the services did not commence till seven, By half-past 
five the ladies’ galleries were full. Mr, Schewzik’s labours, which practically 
commenced at four in the morning, were prodigious. Besides reading the 
principal services, he delivered in all twelve addresses, three at Kol Nidré, and 
nine on the following day. On each occasion he spoke in Eoglish as well as in 
J iidisch, 

Perhaps the most striking of the many striking scenes was that which was 
enacted before the Kol Nidré service commenced. Mr, Schewzik ushered in the 
day's solemnities with Confession. At the sigaal of his uplifted hand, the vast 
throng rose as one man to say the )25.’S with him, or rather after him; but it 
was with difliculty that he could be heard, his voice was drowned in the sobbing; 
of the multitude. Then followed a short address on the significance of 
Confession, and an exhortation to the people not to give way to panic, should 
any alarm be raised in the course of the services, Fortunately nothing of the 
kind transpired. | 

In spite of the inclemency of the weather, the services were attended by 
several Honorary and other Officers of the United Synagogue, among them 
Lord Rothschild. His Lordship, who also attended at the Great Synagogue 
and the Jews’ Free School, arrived at about a «quarter to three, in 
time to read the Book of Jonah in LEoglish, Some whisper bad 
got about that Lord Rothschild would address the vast assemblage ; but the 
intention, if it had been entertained, was abandoned in favour 
of the English Bible readivg. Immediately afterwards Mr, Schewzik 
delivered one of his characteristic addresses, in the course of which 
he stated that the Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue had 
decided not to hold free services for Tabernacles. Did they, the people wish to 
worship on the following festival? Would they come in the same numbers as 
on the Penitential Days, and as they would have no assistance from the United 
Synagogue, would they organizs the services for themse'ves? To these ques- 
tions there was an enthusiastic and immediate reply, “ Yes.’ Among others who 
visited the hall during the day were Mr, Noah Davisand Mr, Maurivze Hart, the 
Overseers of the Poor of the United Synagogue, and Mr, P. Ornstien (who was 
present throughout the day and on the preceding evening); Mr. Lewis Levy, a 
Warden of theneighbouring East London Synagogue; Mr. Oswald J. Simon and 
Mr. Charles Simon; Mr. S. G, Asher and others personally interested in the 
services. 

On the conclusion of Neilab, and before the Shofar was sounded, the Evening 


Service was read, There was no difficulty in getting the people to stay for this, . 


Mr. Schewzik addressed a few parting words tothem. He told them how 
once again they had rolled off a great reproach from the community, 
They had demonstrated to their Gentile brethren that they were 
willing to make sacrifices for their religion, accounting it a 
small thing to abstain from food for twenty-six hours, and spend the greater 
portion of that time at worship. He reminded them, also, that having given 
their promise to attend service on the ensuing festivals, they must on no account 
break it, Let them bring their small contributions for this object, when the fast 
was concluded. Then, finally, the Shofar was blown amid exclamations of 
AXIA and the congregation quietly dispersed. Within seven 
minutes the hall was cleared. Thus ended these remarkable services ; remark- 
able alike for their numbers, and for the devotion, enthusiasm, and order by 
which they were characterised throughout, 
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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


The Jew creeps into fiction now as regularly as he once cringed on to the 
stage. His incidental appearances in some modern novels, in short, are earned 
by the old libellous qualities assigned to him in the drama. Bat of the Jew in 
Trilby I know not what to make, except toat he is at once impossible 
and true. Certainly the summary given by Mr, du Maurier of 
the effects resulting from the all-pervadingness of the Jewish racial strain 
(see Vol. I. Chapter I) is not devoid of keen observation and truth. 


There is a library in New York which occupies a unique position. It is 
entirely managed by Jews, yet it receives an annual grant of 10,000 dollars from 
the City. Naturally it is open free to the public, and from the latest reports 
which has just come to hand, it is doing useful and popular work. The library 
is the Aguilar Free Library, and it is situated in the Lexington Avenue. 


The American Journal of Philology contains a note by Dr. Cyrus Adler on 
Ethiopic Bibliography, and a long review of Siegfried’s Job, It is reported 
thet a large portion of the enormous cost of producing the Haupt Bible is 
being defrayed by an American Jew, whose benefactions to the Universities of 
his country have already been princely, Dr, Haupt, himself, is now quite 
recovered from his recent illness. Indeed, it is small wonder that .he felt the 
pressure of the enterprise : it would be enough to crush a man of less energy and 
elasticity than the professor of Semitic languages in the Johns Hopkins 
University, Baltimore. 

The promotion of “ Free Lectures to the People” has long occupied Dr. 
Henry M, Leipziger, who fills an important post in the Technical Institute, 
New York, During the session 185-4, the total attendance was 170,353, Since 
1889, the total attendance has exceeded half a million, Dr, Leipziger may well 
pride himself on directing so remarkable a success, for he is the General 
Superintendent of the Lectures. 


“Introduction to the Scriptures” (Zur Ein'citung in die Heilige Schrift) is. 
the title of Professor Dr. Ludwig Blau’s essay, incorporated in the latest 
Report of the Buda-Pesth Rabbinical Seminary. Before turning to the essay 
itself one is curious to ascertain how far the new Lehranstalt in Vienna has 
interfered with the Landes-Rabbinerschule in the JLungarian capital, One finds, 
rather to one’s astonishment, that the number of students maintains itself at 100, 
while it has the distinction of giving professors to both the Berlin and the Vienna 
Semivaries, Altogether its prosperity seems likely to increase, though where 
these 140 students (for there are nearly 40 also in Vienna) are to find posts, it is 
hard to tell. For, there is unfortunately an increasing reluctance in Germany 
to appoint Hungarians to Rabbinical posts. At present nearly all the leading 
Jewish teachers and preachers in Berlin itself are of Hungarian origin. But no 
doubt the supply will create the demand, and the smaller congregations will be 
induced to seek or accept trained Ribbis. And probably a large percantaze of 
the students fall off and fail to complete the qualifying course, 

To return to Professor Blau’s essay. Is another “Introduction” needed, 
when Driver's, Cornill’s, KOaig’s,and others have appeared so recently? Certainly, 
for Dr, Blau has hit on a fresh idea. He has collected and sifted the pos'- 
Biblical Jewish traditions concerning the Scriptures, and he has given us, in 12) 
pages, the results of much patient research and brilliant criticism. For Dr. 
Blau is at once conservative and daring : he is scientific and historical, besides 
being bold in original suggestion. His work will therefore help subsequent 
enquirers very greatly. I hope to speak of this essay at greater length on 
another occasion, when I shall have had time to re-read it carefully, But it 
will be useful to enumerate its contents.

OBITUARY. 


PROF. DR. NATHANIEL PRINGSHEIM. 


[FROM OUR BERLIN C)RRESPONDENT. | 

Geheimer Regierungsrath Professor Dr. Nathaniel Pringsheim died in 
Berlin on Uctobor 6th after a short illness. His whole life. was devoted to the 
closest scientific investigations‘and his studies in his special branch of ecience, 
botany, were crowned with marvellous success, 

Nathaniel Pringsheiin was born in 1823 at Wziesko (Upper Silesia) ; he first 
studied modicine and then natural science at Breslau, Leipsic, Berlin and Paris. 
In 1851 he settled in Berlin, and was elected in 1855, when only 33 years old, a 
Member of the Berlin Academy of Science. Through his botanical investigations 
and important discoveries the deceased was entitled to a place amongst the 
greatest men in his special domain of science. 

Pringsheim wrote many treatises on botanic subjects, which appeared mostly 
in the reports of the Academy of Science and in.the yearly journal for scieptie 
Botany, which he founded in 1857. Professor Pringsheim lived in Berlin 
except during the years 1854-1853, when he was Professor of Botany at the 
University in Jena. Nathaniel Pringsheim was much honoures, and was 
President of the German Botanical Society. | : “sh

grateful remembrance, and his name will never fade from scientific works. F

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SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE SYNAGOGUE. 


A special meeting of the Yehidim of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Synagogue was held on Monday atthe Vestry Room, Heneage Lane, for the 
election of a Parnas to serve until next April in the place of Mr. A. D. de Pass, 
resigned, The nominations were : by the Mahamad, Mr. E. H. d'Avigdor; by 
Mr. Joshua M, Levy, Mr. Eustace A, Lindo, 

Mr. ApraHaM Mocatta was voted to the chair, There was but a small 
attendance, Mr. d’Avigdor having on Thursday last issued to the Yehidim a 
circular, in which referring to Mr. Levy's nomination of Mr, Lindo, he wrote: 
‘ It is obvious that only one motive could possibly have dictated his nomination 
—the wish to select and elect the best man for an honourable and responsible 
post, Deferring absolutely to Mr. J. M. Levy's jadgment, and also to his 
anxiety for the welfare of the Synagogue, I must decline to oppose his 
nomination.” 

Mr. p'AVIGDOR asked permission to supplement his Circular by a few words, 
He said that when he was honoured by being asked to accept nomination, he at 
first declined the honour, snd, as stated in his Circular, suggested the name of 
Mr, Joshua M, Levy. But on the kind and urgent representation of Messrs, 
Arthur Lindo and M. Castello, he was, in the would-be interests of the syna- 
gogue, unfortunately induced to re-consider his refusal, Hesaid unfortunately, 
because the nomination had caused a division in the views of the Yehidim 
which it was his very sincere desire to avoid. He ought to explain very briefly 
why he consented to serve the synagogue oa the Mahamad, although much of 
his time was already taken up by the Anglo-Jewish Association, which had 
recently taken over the Evelina School at Jerusalem, and was devéloping its 


activity in a new direction and therefore demanded from its more active 


members far greater sacrifices than formerly, by the Chovevi Zion Society, and 
by other institutions of communal interest. The reasons were as follow. He 
had served for some time on the Committees appointed to consider and in 
conjunction with the Mahamad to direct the following very important matters : 
The new West End Synagogue; the new schools; Burial Ground; new Alms- 
houses, His experience showed him that he could do more useful work on 
those Committees if he were also a member of the Mahamad. He found that 
the latter were often divided in opinion, and that being ex oficio members of 


these Committees some attended and some didnot, The initiative was wanting, - 


and he felt convinced that a union of views between the Mahamad and the 
various Committees, and, therefore, harmonious and prompt action, which were 
most necessary, and, in the case of the schools, absolutely urgent, would be more 
likely to ensue if he became a member of the Mahamad. He was not ashamed 
of his record in the servics of the synagogue, It had not been very 
long, extending over little more than five years, but it had been 
fruitful in changes which he thought were improvements. When he 


_ first became Gabay in 4188), the question of the~Bevis Marks 


Synagogue was entirely unsolved, The almshouses were scattered all over the 
Kast of London, the buildings were deteriorating, ani the expense of annual 
repiirs to them and the houses in Bavis Marks was a large and increasing item. 
The schools were of doubtful efficiency, or, at any rate, they were behind the 
standard of the Board Schools around them and-those of other Jewish schools. 
Daring his tenure Of oflice, and thanks to the active, unceasing and generous co- 
operation of Messrs. Gabriel Lindo and Abraham de Pass,and his other colleagues, 
the question of the Bevis Marks Synagogue was solved: without more heart- 
burnings by a compromise satisfactory to all parties, and beneficial.to the finances 
of the synagogue. ‘The schools were placed under the Education Department, 


a large increase thereby obtained to their income, and the standard of efficiency _ 


to-day compared favourably with that of any other educational institution. This 
work, it was true, was only half done, as unless suitable buildings were erected 
on a better site, the congregation would lose all the grant to the infaat schools. 
Next, the tumble-down almshouses in Devonshire Street were replaced by a 
handsome Duilding, redounding to the credit of the congregation, and providing 
a bright and healthy home for the needy. The expensive and inappropriate 
buildings in Cock Court were got rid of to great advantage, and the terror of the 
Charity Commissioners was proved to be a bogus scare, Much of this latter 
work was indeed completed since he left the Mahamad, but he could claim to 
have done his fair share, Feeling then that his task was but half done, and that 
he could assist better, more efficiently, more promptly, and more honourably 
himself by accepting the offered nomination, he withdrew hisrefusal. And that 
the more willingly since he knew how handsomely he had been treated in the 
past by the Yehidim, by the Elders, and by the Mahamad itself; with what 

atience and courtesy they had accepted his frequent comments and attacks, 

nowing that they were inspired only by his desire to benefit the synagogue, 
and how they had tolerated, accepted, nay he should say, welcomed among them 
one who was less orthodox in his views and observances than the majority of 
them, simply because they all knew that he was animated by the great principles 
of their race and religion, and by anxiety to devote his poor abilities to the wel- 
fare of that ancient congregation. When, however, Mr. Joshua M. Levy,a member 
for many more years than himself of the synagogue, a gentleman to be respected 
and honoured by all as a true friend to the Spanish and Portuguese congrega- 
tion, nominated Mr, Eustace Lindo to compete for the vacancy on the Mahamad, 
his eyes were suddenly opened. He became aware that Mr. Levy and his 
supporters considered that it was better to introduce fresh blood and to ask a 
new man to join the Governing Body of the congregation, than to avail them- 
selves of the services of an older member who might, in their opinion, have 
been tried and found wanting. Mr. Levy had told him that he had no personal 
motive in his nomination. He did not require thatassurance. Mr, Levy could 
not be swayed by any other motives than the good of the congregation, I[t 
would be impossible and absurd to allow him to suggest any other reason for 
Mr. Levy’s nomination of Mr. Lindo, than that which indaced the Mahamad to 
nominate himself, He therefore asked to be allowed to repeat emphatically and 
publicly that he begged them to support Mr. Eustace Lindo, for he absolutely 
declined to compete with a gentleman who, in the opinion of his proposer, was 
likely to render better services to the congregation than himself, Feeling also 
that, under the circumstances, he could no longer be of use on the Committees 
to whica he had the honour to belong, be had handed to the Secretary of the 
8yaagogue his resignation of the following Committees—new West End 
Synsgogue, Burial Grounds, Schools and Almshouses—and retired from their 
6 uncils withsuch grace as he migbt. 

The Ouarrman and Mr, A.Sen.a MONTEF(ORE appealed to Mr, d'Avigdor 
not to persist in his withdrawal from Committees, bot gentlemen stating that 
the congregation had greatly beneficed by his co-operation. 

Mr. Josuua M. Levy explained that his opposition to Mr, d’Avigdor was 
based on the fact that he had only retired two years ago, and that it was therefore 
too soon to join the Mahamad again. Further, Mr. Eustace Almosnino Lindo — 
and he especially emphasised the middle name—had himself been nominated by 
the Mahamad six months ago, but was not then elected, a candidate nominated 

y one of the Yehidim having been suc:2essfual. 

Mr, Artuur LINDO said that in the view of the Mahamad, it was necessary 
that Mr, A. de Pass should be succeeded by a man of experience, That was the 
reason et they had nominated Mr. d'Avigdor. They welcomed new blood, 
but new blood was in the present instance being purchased at too great a price, 

© lose two such men at one swoop as Mr, Abraham de Pass and Mr. d’Avigdor 
was a calamity to the congregation. 

Mr. d'Avigdor’s name having been withdrawn by leave of the meeting, Mr. 


Eustace A. Lindo was declared by the Chairman to be duly elected. 


Va the motion of the CuarrMAN, seconded by Mr. Josivua M Levy, it was

unanimously resolved to request Mr, d’Avigjdor to withdraw his resignation on 
Committees, 

Mr. D Avicpor in reply, said that he would consider the matter farther. 
After such a vote it would be ungracious to say “no” at once, but he feared 
that his determination to resign could not be shaken, 

The meeting concluded with a vote of thanks to the Chair. 

We learn that, in compliance with the request of the Yehidim, 
Mr. d'Avigdor has withdrawa his resignation as a memper of Sub-Committees. 


TERRIBLE FATALITY IN NEW YORK. 


New York, Ocr, 10, 


_ _A terrific gale raged here last night. In the height of the storm an unoceu- 
pied seven-storey building in Monroe-street, fell in, demolishing a small house 
adjoining it, occupied for the most part by Jews. Three of the inmates—a 
man, & woman, and a boy—were killed,-and nine others were badly hurt. 

The building destroyed was the extension of a large tenement house. About 
fifty persons—men, women, and children—were sleeping in the various rooms 
when the walls of the next house came crashing down, One woman, named 
Bertha Karoner, was impaled alive by a board which was driven through her 
body as she lay in bed, 

The others killed were Solomon Karoner, 21 years of age, Abraham Karoner, 
‘) years, Meyer Speiner, 62 years, and his wife, Jennie Speiner, () years, Both 
the last-mentioned were suffocated. Another body has not been identified. 
Bessie, Rosie, Isaac, and Eli Abrams are missing. Ej:xght persons, most of them 
members of the Karoner and Abrams families were seriously hurt, while many 
others received bruises and scratches, nobody in the building, in fact, escaping 
injury. The search among the ¢¢bris continues, and two more bodies have been 
discovered, 

A large crowd speedily assembled at the scene of the disaster, the noise of 
the falling building having aroused the inhabitants of the neighbouring streets. 
The cries of the survivors, as the bodies of their relatives were brought out,were 
heart-rending. 

The superintendent of the buildings expresses the opinion that the accident 
was due rather to the exposed condition of the building and the terrific wind 
blowing than to any defect in construction. | 

The body of a fourth victim, that of a woman, has now been found, and it 
is feared that several other persons have lost their lives and are buried in the 
rains. The new building which collapsed had only just been completed, the 
roof having been put on yesterday. While it was being built fears were expressed 
that the supports were not of sufficient strength. 

A second dwelling-house was destroyed during the storm, but although about 
a dozen persons were sleeping in i; none of them were killed,—/vwter,

What depths of love 
that one word reveals, father, God is our Father, and He regards us with more 
than a mortal father’s love, There are no limits to His tenderness, His com- 
passion, His pity, “ He knoweth our formation, He remembereth that we are 
dust.” Himself pure and perfect, He has not the impatience towards the 
imperfect ani the impure that often characterise a great and good man. He 
makes the fullest allowance for our weakness and sinfulness, “ He remembereth 
that we are dust.”’ He keeps ever in memory that we have within us false 
friends that lead us to temptation—our inclinations; and open enemies—our 
passions that drive us to wrong-doing, therefore “ He dealeth not with us after 
our sins, and requiteth us not according to our iniquities.” 

Mr. Emanuel preached again before Neilah, on the words from the Neilah 
service, * The day declineth, the sun goeth down, O God let us enter Thy gates.” 
The object of the day was not only to win pardon for sin, it was to re-establish, or 
it may be to establish for the first time, the proper relations between God 
and man, The cry of the prophets is not only “ Mend your ways, and your 
doings,” but also “ Return O Israel, unto the Lord thy God.” This latter is the 
higher purpose of the day; if attained, the other follows, The man who draws 
near to God, who loves Him as a child loves his father, who reveres Him as a 
pupil his master, who feels a passionate loyalty to Him, as a subject feels 
towards his king, who seeks to know His will and gladly performs it, that man 
must, of a surety, perform all his moral obligations. The proper discharge 
of these obligations forms a large portion of Gol'’s will, but the coldly moral 
man who performs all his obligations from a sense of duty, is yet lacking; his 
spirit lies dormant ; his soul is dumb, dead; wilfully or perhaps against his will, 
he fails in comprehension of his relations with his Creator, he is blind, 
uncon: cious, unappreciative, ungrateful.

If not, then why this self-reproach as we, 
think of indifference to sacred institutions, of Sabbaths neglected for the sake 
of these lower claimants and lower jadgments ? Far be it from me at such a 
time as this, which recalls for me also shortcomings and defeats, to address harsh 
taunts for failures in a life whose anxieties you will say I can never understand, 
whose struggles I can never adequately appreciate. I would hold my ce were 
it only after much struggling, much honest attempt to honour it that the 
Sabbath observance is discarded, were it not that it is so often among the first 

to be cast aside, and to ba cast aside with a light and careless heart. I would 

hold my peace could I forget those words of our God that the Sabbath is a 
sign between Him and His people; were it not patent how when once that 
institution becomes of little concern, there so often follows in our home and 
private life rapture with other of the most distinctive and significant Jewish 
observances. © that as we sit and reflect there would steal over us the resolve 
never to yield one week to the temptation except after the most anxious heart- 
searching and honest struggle, and never without the deepest sense of sorrow 
and humiliation! O that, as we sit and review the standards there would come 
the resolve to add to those of honour and honesty that have guided us, this one 
of God's pleasure also ! 


MANCILFESTER, 


_ At the Great Synagogue sermons were delivered on both days of the New 
Year by the Rev. Dr. Salomon. On the first day the preacher dwelt upon the 
question, whether we stand on the tame place where our Creator had placed us 
and preserve our purity untarnished and unpolluted? But the answer must 
be that we are not on the same place where we placed ourselves on the last 
New Year's Day, when we, repenting, thought to cover our weaknesses and 
frailties by threadbare rags of mere lip-worship, Oa the second day the preacher 
took as his text, “ Biessed is the people that know the joyfal sound, they shall 
waik, O Lord, in the light of Thy countenance,” He especially dwelt upon the 
meaning of the word, “ Teruab,” meaning progress, and that Judaism is pro- 
gressive, Yet, he pointed out, there exists a wide difference between real 
progress and a morbid craving for reform. Innovations, which originate from 
deeply felt religious need, are justified to take the place of old obsolete customs 
and ceremonies, Many, whom we now consider the shining lights of Judaism, 
were declared heretics by their stubborn contemporaries, because they were in 
advance of their age and foresaw the necessity of prudent and needful 
innovations. 


The services at the Reform Synagogue were conducted with that 
impressiveness which always characterises them. The organ and choir did not 
fail to produce the solemnity essential to their holy purpose, and indispensable 
to a reverent feeling. On the Eve and the Day of Atonement the Rev. L. M. 
Simmons delivered three sermons, none the less powerful or effective because 
given extemporaneously. In the first he expressed surprise that the /ew/+/ 
Chrenicle, distinguished for its liberality, should have he!ped a correspondent to 
give currency to the pernicious idea that the illness of the Czir should be looked 
upon in the light of a punishment for the persecution of the Jews, Sach a 
doctrine was utterly at variance with Jewish thought and feeling, and its 
propagation could only be fraught with mischief.

If not, then why this pang of conscience, why this sense of shame as our con- 
fession-prayers recall to us the memory of sins that stain the purity of our soul 

and stand between us and our God ? If not, then why this self-reproach as we, 
think of indifference to sacred institutions, of Sabbaths neglected for the sake 
of these lower claimants and lower jadgments? Far be it from me at such a 
time as this, which recalls for me also shortcomings and defeats, to address harsh 
taunts for failures in a life whose anxieties you will say I can never understand, 
whose struggles I can never adequately appreciate. I would hold my peace were 
it only after much struggling, much honest attempt to honour it that the 
Sabbath observance is discarded, were it not that it is so often among the first 

to be cast aside, and to ba cast aside with a light and careless heart. I would 

hold my peace could I forget those words of our God that the Sabbath is a 
sign between Himand His people; were it not patent how when once that 
institution becomes of little concern, there so often follows in our home and 
private life rapture with other of the most distinctive and significant Jewish 
observances. © that as we sit and reflect there would steal over us the resolve 
never to yield one week to the temptation except after the most anxious heart- 
searching and honest struggle, and never without the deepest sense of sorrow 
and humiliation! O that, as we sit and review the standards there would come 
the resolve to add to those of honour and honesty that have guided us, this one 
of God's pleasure also ! 


MANCHESTER, 


_ At the Great Synagogue sermons were delivered on both days of the New 
Year by the Rev. Dr. Salomon. On the first day the preacher dwelt upon the 


question, whether we stand on the tame place where our Creator had placed us 


and preserve our purity untarnished and unpolluted? But the answer must 
be that we are not on the same place where we placed ourselves on the last 
New Year's Day, when -we, repenting, thought to cover our weaknesses and 
frailties by threadbare rags of mere lip-worship, Oa the second day the preacher 
took as his text, “ Blessed is the people that know the joyfal sound, they shall 
waik, O Lord, in the light of Thy countenance.” He especially dwelt upon the 
meaning of the word, “ Teruab,” meaning progress, and that Judaism is pro- 
gressive, Yet, he pointed out, there exists a wide difference between real 
progress and a morbid craving for reform. Innovations, which originate from 
deeply felt religious need, are justified to take the place of old obsolete castoms 
and ceremonies, Many, whom we-now consider the shining lights of Judaism, 
were declared heretics by their stubborn contemporaries, because they were in 
advance of their age and foresaw the necessity of prudent and needful 
innovations. 


The services at the Reform Synagogue -were conducted with that 
impressiveness which always characterises them. The organ and choir did not 
fail to produce the solemnity essential to their holy purpose, and indispensable 
to a reverent feeling. On the Eve and the Day of Atonement the Rev. L. M. 
Simmons delivered three sermons, none the less powerful or effective because 
given extemporaneously. In the first he expressed surprise that the Jewish 
Chronicle, distinguished for its liberality, should have he!ped a correspondent to 
give currency to the pernicious idea that the illness of the Czir should be looked 
upon in the light of a punishment for the persecution of the Jews, Such a 
doctrine was utterly at variance with Jewish thought and feeling, and its 
propagation could only be fraught with mischief. .
